are atill irrelevant Reasons of public pol- 
icy must, sustain ts final and condusive the 
decisions of Consuls in such’ cases; else 
ships would be horaased for ever. Any in- 

uiry concerning the Log Book orany thing 
ais ‘that occurred previous to the Consul's 
hearing and’ de: , would bo 4 re-open- 
ing of the’caso on its merits, and it seems 
to me in violation of the familiar doctrines 
of Res Adjudicata. X maintain that the 
Consu)’s certificste of dischargeand his do- 
cision as to the amount of wages due the 
seamen, is‘as complete an estoppel to this 
proceeding as tho judgment of any Court 
in Christendom tould be. Hardship results 
from the rule in many cases: but the peace 
of the world requires that it should be en- 
forced,

. The “Isabella .Fishor” Hospital, under 
the care of Miss Dr Howard of the American 
Methodist Episcopal Mission, was formally 
opened for. the reception and treatment of 
women and children, bythe Rev. Bishop 
Bowman this afternom. A goodly number 
of foreign friends wore present, together 
with'a ‘large representation from tho four 
native churches. - The exercises were partly 
in Chinese. and parily in English The 
Seripture read was taken from Matthew 9, 
Prayer was thon offered, after which 
the liymn, “The Great Physician,” wns 
sung, followed by a brief statement of the 
origin of medical mission -work for women 
in Peking, and the circumstances which led 
to the erection of thishospital in particular. 
The facts relating to the ispensary opened 
by the Viceroy are of such recent date, and 
were so fully made public at the tims, that 
it does not seem desirable to repeit them 
here: All this was in Ohineso ; 5 similar 
statement was then made in English, after 
Bowmn gave an address, 
and dedicated the institution by prayer to 
tho uses for which it had been erected. In 
he coutse of his addzess, ‘the Bishop. spoke 
of the important place which the medical 
work held in ‘missionary operations and 
particularly as it hasbeen engaged in of late 
years by women, specially fitted. by a 
medical education. for labouring among 
women and children, In ita accommoda- 
tion and equipment, he said this hospital 
compared most favourably with many other 
more pretentious and. more expensive in- 
stitutions of a similar nature which he had 
seen ; indeed, he didnot: recall ono which 
surpassed it in general adaptation and outfit. 
He’ also: paid high compliment to the 
hristian life and benevolence of tho friend 
of misions in Baltimore, Md.,U.S.4., whose 
beneficence not only founded this hospital, 
pat had also’. munificently ‘aided other 
migsionary institutions in Europe, Asia and 
Africa, Ho. spoke of having visited by 
invitation. g fine hospital for animals in 
India, the outgrowth of Buddhisni, When 
asked if this were not a grand work, he 
inquired where he could find-a similar 
insitution for the old, infirm and destitute 
of humankind, and. was told. that only. 
Christianity founded such institutions. 
And the speaker bolieved that in nocountry 
could they -be found except whoro—the 
influences of Christisnity had been felt. 

At the close of the dedicatory oxerciscs 
the friends were invited. fo inspect the 
premises. They are situated on the great 
road leading from. Tientsin to Taku, a few 
rods west of the English concession. The 
main building has a hall running through 
from front to rear, and containa a large 
waiting roum‘and twé smaller private rooms, 
a well-supplied. dispensing room, a fino 
drug room, and an almirably lighted operat- 
ing room. Back ofthis main building, are 
wards un three. Sides of a court, so situated 
as to get the benofit'of. the sun’s heat and 
light, to the best advantage. One of these, 
the general ward, :is arranged tv. accom- 
modate twenty: four patients. ‘The other 
buildings con’ four rooms each, and will 
accommodate sixteen patients, or by crowd- 
ing, twice that. number could be placed in 
them temporarily, The place is well situat~ 
ed, well ventilated, and amply furnished 
with kitchens and other. necesury. out- 
buildings. Incfuding the purchase of the 
land, and the enolosing wall, the Hospital 
haa cost about $6,000.00, : 

As a.mark of respoct to tho Viccroy, and 
vf application of the interest hehas taken 
in medical work, and the patronage he aud 
Lady Li havo extonted to this hospital, he 
was invited to visit and inspect the premises 
in company with H.B. Minister Angell, on 
Saturday “the 8tli instant.
